ACCESSION _ NOTES 
F1 "The civil War Monument consists of : a tall shaft in the middle surrounded 
by 4 statues (Soldier with sword, Infantry Man, Sailor, Artillery Man). The 
Soldier's statue appears in only two of the Jesse W.Smith photos. For some reason, 
Smith did many photos of the Sailor,Infantryman and the Artilleryman but only two 
photos of the Soldier.-- Photo shows an excellent view of the Vigo County Civil War 
Monument at the corner of 3rd and Wabash except that the Soldier's Statue is 
invisible. Photo was probably taken in the late 1930's. There is a 1930's 4-door 
sedan in the left background. The sign in the right background may very well say 
""Fair"" Furniture Store, which was at 224-30 Wabash Avenue according to the 1939 
City Directory. And, the Vigo Co-operarative Milk Marketing was at 232 1/2 Wabash. A 
sign in an upstairs windiw says ""Milk Products Association. 


F2 Same as F1. 

F3 "Close-up of metal plaque at southside of shaft on Civil War Monument that 
says: ""Soldiers Rest Thy Warfare O'er..."". In the right background is the 
Infantryman""s statue with rifle resting on pedestal base." 

F4 Close-up of plaque. 

FS "Close-up of plaque at eastside base of tall shaft that reads :""In 
Memory..."" In right background is the Soldier's statue with a sword partially 


pulled from scabbard." 

F6 "This id a close-up of the artillery piece mounted on a concrete pedestal on 
the southside of the Civil War Monument. In the right background is, apparently, 
Paul M.Godwin's (1949 City Directory) gas station. It would appear to be a 
""Standard"" gas station." 


F7 This shows a statue of a soldier with a sword partially pulled from 
scabbard. At extreme left side is the front of a '54 Chevrolet. 

F8 Shows front view of Soldier's statue. 

F9 June 1931 - Infantryman. This old photo has turned brown with age. 


Noteworthy is the iron fence and locked gate that enclosed the monument. 
F10 Same as F9.

F12 Close-up of Infantryman with rifle resting on pedestal. In background is the 
Wabash Furniture Store. 

F13 Infantryman - This frontal view shows the youthfulness of the soldier boy. 
In the background is the Vigo County Courthouse.

F15 Infantryman. Sky is a beautiful deep blue and bronze statue has been cleaned 
recently. 

F16 Infantryman - The Ideal Furniture Company in the background, owned by Sid 
and Milton Levin, indicates this photo was taken about 1954. 

F17 Infantryman - There is snow stuck on the monument. Ideal Furnitue Store in 
background.

F20 "This view shows the streetlights of the 1950's. In the background is the 
""Corner"" Furniture Store."

F23 Photo shows Artillery statue. Also, the streetlights of the 1950's are 


visible and the top of Corner Furniture Store. 

F24 Front view of Artillery statue. In the background is the Vigo County 
Courthouse and the picture may have been taken in early November as the Silver Maple 
tree is semi-bare. 


F25a Much the same view as F24, but the photo was taken in Summer as the trees 
have luxuriant foliage. 
F25b "This is definitely the Civil War Monument in Terre Haute's Courthouse 


Square. At that time the monument had an iron fence around it. No statues are 
visible, but the bases of ""Infantry"" and ""Artillery"" are visible."

F29 Statue is seen from behind. Across the street is the old Smith's Hardware 
Store with its arch-topped windows.

F36a In a very real sense this is also a war memorial because Col.Thompson was 


active in the Civil War effort even though he was 52 when the war began. Many local 
soldiers were trained at Camp Dick Thompson. The memorial bust was placed on the 
courthouse square in December 1902, according to Dave Buchanan - Tribune Star- Nov 
5,1989, p. G7. The bust of Colonel Richard W. Thompson (1809-1900). 

F36b June 1931. Bust of Col. Thompson as seen through the fence that then 
surrounded Vigo County's Civil War Monument (1931). 


F37 Different angle. In the background is the north portico and staircase of the 
Vigo County Courthouse. 

F38 Different angle. 

F39 October 1960. This is an Indiana Air Guard jet airplane on the southeast 


side of the Courthouse Square. It may have been the same plane as is there now, but 
presently it is a dull camouflage (Nov.1989). 

F40 "This old army tank was parked at the southwest corner of the Y.M.C.A. near 
the Boys' Dept. Entrance (F48). Some of the photos were taken in the Summer when 
leaves were on the trees. Others were taken in the Winter. None of the pictures are 
dated, but F48 shows a '57 Chevrolet so this picture could not have been taken 
before November, 1956, as the trees are leafless in this photo. More likely the 
photo was taken after November, 1957. In recent year a new addition has been built 
on to this corner of the ""Y"" where the tank and small tree once stood. Tank # 
3623."

F51 To the right is the garage of the former P.J.Ryan funeral home with an 
ambulance/hearse parked inside. In the left background can be seen the upper portion 
of the Wiley High School gymnasium. 


F52 Cannon mounted on concrete at Ft. Harrison. The Wabash River is in the 
background and also the bed of the Wabash and Erie Canal. 

F53 Same cannon, mounted on damaged (chipped) concrete base. 

F54 This may be the same cannon as in F52 and F53. 

F55 See comments on back of photo. 

F56 Front view of cannon at Soldier's Circle, Highland Lawn. 

F57 Rear view of cannon. 

F58 Cannon in front of Doric column of Memorial Hall, 219 Ohio Street. The City 
Hall can be seen in background. 

F59 This would appear to be a W.W.I or W.W.II artillery piece, and it's near the 
arch at Memorial Stadium. 

F60 Here a brightly painted cannon is situated in Steeg Park close to 14 1/2 and 
Wabash. In the background is Miller Parrott Baking Co. at 1450-70 Wabash Avenue. 

F61 An enlargement of F60. The cars appear to be mid-1930's. 

F62 Here the cannon can be seen in its own background parked in Steeg Park, now 


called Curtis Gilbert Park. Cars in the photo range from late 1920's to mid-30's. 
F63 Front view of cannon.

It is the 
central feature of the ""World War Memorial Plaza"" occupying 5 blocks between 
Meridian and Pennsylvania Streets. See ""Indiana"", WPA Project, SpC 917.72W."
